Germany ranks 
lirst, with 58.4%; England second, with 23.7%, and France 
unird, with 8.6%. After adjournment the laboratory of 
the Osborn Company was visited, the apparatus and speci- 
mens of cement examined, and the breaking tests of some 
samples witnessed. Wm, H. Searles, Secy. 

RAILWAY SIGNALING CLUB.—The principal subject 
for discussion at the May meeting, heid at the Great 
Northern Hotel, Chicago, May 10, was the proposition that 
the club should investigate the relative merits of the 
various forms of apparatus and appliances, and adopt 
certain standard forms.
